A log sheet did reflect that Jack had filed a tour 
permit a nd did have a nother le ader to go with him, as it states in B.S .A. policy; 
however, father of E§9 doesn't think any other adult was scheduled to 

attend this trip. 

As these items were being done I was calling the sex crimes unit, Sgt Orth as instructed 
b^h^Iotiine to report this case. Sgt. Orth took my information and told m^o tell 
ifl^^KP^ to call him to set up an appointment as soon as possible with IBM This 
was done on 8/17/89. 



Also letter was sent to Jack explaining that because of information that had been 
brought to our attention, we were revoking his membership in the Heart of America 
Council, Boy Scouts of America. Also we strongly recommend that he not go on this 
trip. 

This letter was delivered at 4:00 p.m. on August 14, 1989, The parents of the other 
youth who were scheduled to attend this trip were called and made aware that the trip 
had been cancelled, due to Jack Stewart's membership being revoked by the Heart of 
America Council.

A 69-year-old Kansas City 
Boy Scout leader was 
arrested Wednesday af- 
ter being charged with five 
counts of deviate sexual as- 
sault involving two 16-year- 
oid scouts,

This came as a complete 
surprise to everybody in- 
volved," said Detective Ashley 
Hum of the sex crimes unit 
who investigated the case. u He 
was considered a model lead- 
er." 

Boy Scout officials told 
police Stewart had been a 
Scout for about 25 years. He 
took groups of three to four 
boys on "High Adventure" 
camping trips at least once a 
year to Canada and northern 
states. 

Detectives did not know 



whether Stewart was involved 
in other Scout activities. Offi- 
cials at the Heart of America 
Council of the Boy Scouts of 
America, which oversees 
Scouts in parts of Missouri and 
Kansas, were unavailable for 
comment today. i 

According to police records, 
the boys said they were as- 
saulted in separate incidents 
at the Scout leader's home. 

One boy first notified police 
about the man in August He 
told detectives he had been 
assaulted several times from 
April to September 1988* 

The second boy told police 
he was assaulted Jan. 16. The 
boy described a similar 
scenario involving a sex act 
after the boy read pornogra- 
phy. 

Police obtained a search 
warrant and found porno- 
graphic stories inside a desk 
drawer in the basement 
"Scout Room." 

Stewart, who had no police 
record in Kansas City, refused 
to discuss the alleged in- 
cidents with police, the re- 
ports said. 
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
